AN ORDINANCE CREATING A CITY 
PLANNING COMMISSION OF THE 
CITY OF UPLAND.

SECTION 1. A planning commission 
consisting of seven members is hereby 
created for the City of Upland. Said 
members shall be appointed by the 
Mayor of said city, with the approval of 
the City Council: Provided, however, 
that not more than two members there- 
of may be officials of the City of Up- 
land.
